"With anxiety society awaits the 


government's response to the bold ac- 
tion Saturday of the lower house of 
parliament, which in censuring the 
ministry and demanding its retirement 
was like a deliberate slap in the face

hardly avoid meeting. 


Parliament has burned the bridge and 
virtually has taken the step which the 
Trench states-general did when it 
transformed itself into a national con- 
vention. By flaunting the fundamental

poses^tcT exercise full, parliamentaiy 
lights with a responsible ministry, it 
has become in the eyes of the law a 
revolutionary body and from that posi- 
tion there seems no retreat. The news 
of the action of the house came like 
an electric shock, the people generally 
being as greatly surprised

bureauracy at the promptness with 
which the whole of the government's 
policy was absolutely scorned. Both 
sides recognize 
the acuteness and 


seriousness of the moment, but panic 
is in the government and not in the 
popular camp. 


The constitutional Democratic chiefs

They declare that having 
delivered their repy they propose to go 
calmly ahead with the work befoie 
them, forcing the government to take 
the initiative. The strength of tHeir 
position lies in the conviction that the 
Russian nation, and especially the 
peasantry, who are sure to be discon- 
tented at the flat concerning the ex- 
propriation of land, is behind parlia- 
ment in its rejection of the govern- 
ment's policy.

Louisville, Ky, May 28—For the 


first time in many years Louisville ex- 
perienced a "dry" Sunday yesteruay, 
state and city authorities putting "& 
the lid in earnest 
The streets and 


cars were filled with aimless Sabbath 
loungers, drifting from one point.to 
anothers, vainly seeking the amues- 
ments and conveniences to which they 
have been accustomed. The absent- 
minded ones v, ere easily discernible by 
the growth of beard which they had ex 
pected to have removed, noC thinking 
to find the barber shops closed. The 
wise ones took to the tall grass with 
sundry bottles secured before Saturday 
midnight. Every placein the city and 
in the county where intoxicants are 
sold was with one exception closed 
tight.
